It is ascertained, on the highest au- 


thority, says a dispatch from Pretoria, 
that no definite reply has been sent to 
the proposal of Joseph Chamberlain to 
submit to a joint commission of inquiry 
the effect upon the outlanders of the 
recent franchise reforms. 


The precise situation is that a com- 


munication was dispatched Monday to 
Sir Alfred Milner, which embodies cer- 
tain alternative proposals. For various 
reasons these are kept strictly confi- 
dential, but it is believed that they will 
admit of the conclusion of a modus 
Vivendi. 


It is understood from unofficial sources 


of information that the alternative pro- 
posals of the Transvaal government ara 
for a five years' franchise and a one- 
fifth representation of the outlanders 
in the first raad, provided the imperial 
government does not further interfere- 
in the internal affairs of the Transvaal. 


Official circles at present regard the 


situation as tending to improve. 


The war ammunition consigned to the 


South African republic is still detained 
by the Portuguese authorities in Dela- 
goa Bay. 


The government of thf Transvaal has 


received a communication from 
the 


governor of Lorenzo Marquez relative 
to the stoppage of arms there, to the 
effect that P-artugal's obligation* to all 
nations, including Great Britain, re- 
quired the enforcement of the Transvaal- 
Portuguese treaty, and, as an unsatisfac- 
tory explanation existed as to the trans- 
portation of arms, they were stopped at 
Delagoa Bay, and until the terms of the 
treaty should be complied with, though 
no doubt the matter will ultimately be 
arranged satisfactorily. The Transvaal 
government regards the communication 
as "extremely vague." 


A Johannesburg dispatch says that 


the field cornets are busy distributing 
Mausers and ammunition to the burgh- 
ers. The exodus of miners continues. 
The situation is all the more alarming 
on account of general stagnation of 
trade, which causes acute distress to the 
small storekeepers and their employes.

Bryan Denounces Trusts aud Administration's 


Policy In the Philippines. 


Omaha, Aug. 23.—Ex-Governor Silas 


A. Holcombe was nominated for supreme 
justice by the Populist convention and1 


en'dorsed by Democrats and free silver 
Republicans. 
The 
parties fused 
on- 


nominations for judge of the supreme 
court and two memlbers of the board of 
regents of the state university. United 
States Senator Allen was chairman of 
the resolutions committee in the Popu- 
list convention and William J. Bryan 
was a delegate to the democratic gather- 
ing. 


Bryan dictated the platform of the 


Democratic convention. 
This docu- 


ment declared uncompromisingly for 
free coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 
to 1, and endorsed bodily the Chicago 
platform of 1896. 
The platform of the 


Populist convention endorsed the plat- 
form of the Populist national conven- 
tion of 1896, and, in addition contained 
planks denouncing the policy of the ad- 
ministration in the Philippines. 
The 


platform of the silver Republicans was 
much the same, and contained, In ad- 
dition, a strong plank declaring against 
the use of railroad paases by public offi- 
cials. 


This pass resolution was adopted by 


the Populists' convention without dis- 
sent, but stirred up commotion among 
the Democrats, many of whom fought it 
hard, and for a time the gathering was 
resolved into a scene of great disorder. 


Finally the matter was put to a vote, 


and the resolution was declared passed, 
although not over a dozen delegates 
voted on either side. 


Mr. Bryan addressed all three conven- 


tions, and was emphatic in his denuncia- 
tion of the administration's policy in 
the Philippines. 
He also spoke vigor- 


ously in support of the free coinage of 
silver, declaring it to be the main issue 
now before-the public. 
He denounced 


trusts in strong terms, and criticized 
the administration for doing nothing to 
regulate them. 
He was received with 


great enthusiasm. 


For regents of the state university, the 


conventions nominated Edson Rich and 
J. L. Teeters, the naanes going through 
without opposition. 


Brooklyns Secured a Good Start on the Cham- 


pions and Won Hands Down. 


Boston, Aug. 23.—Brooklyn defeated 


the Boston champions hands down at the 
South End grounds in the concluding 
game of the present home series. 
"Jimmy" McJames, the medico-pitcher, 
was on the rubber for the Superbas, and 
kept the home champions from hitting 
safely when hits meant runs. McJames 
used a sp'en-did curve ball and a, fast 
jump, which puzzled the home hitters 
all the way through, and it was evident- 
ly a "Brooklyn day" from the start. 


Big Jouett Meekin was sent out to 


thwart Brooklyn's design on the pen- 
nant, but had hard luck, as the visitors 
landed on his fast ball in the first round 
for three runs. In the next inning an- 
other run was added, seven hits in all 
being made off the ex-giant, and then 
Willis was sent in, but too late to win 
the laurels. Willis was not hit hard, 
though another run was made by Brook- 
lyn in the fifth inning on Daly's home 
run hit over the left fence.

The two big boats came together at a 


point about half way between buoy 6 
and Long island -head, at 2:30 o'clock, 
as the Mayflower was coming up to the 
city, while the Yarmouth was on her 
way out ffffher 
long trip to the prov- 


inces. The Mayflower was cut down 
and badly damaged, the injury extend- 
ing below the water line. 


As the Yarmouth "backed off torrents 


of water poured into the Mayflower, 
and soon she was settling by the head. 


The 95 passengers on board were soon 


taken off by the tug Confidence and 
brought to the city, while the Mayflower 
was beached at Deer island. 


The Yarmouth, after the accident, 


anchored and lowered several boats, but 
they were not needpd* Later, the Yar- 
mouth proceeded to sea, and is believed 
to have escaped without any serious in- 
jury. 


Had the Yarmouth struck the May- 


flower five feet further back the boilers 
would have been exploded. 


Deep, impenetrable fog was the direct 


cause of the accident. Nothing but the 
holding of a water-tight bulkhead, which 
the prow of the Yarmouth bent, 'but did 
not injure, prevented, one of the most 
disastrous accidents ever occurring 
within the space of water intervening 
between the wharf piers of Charles'town 
and Boston light. • 


Under the shroud of haze which shut 


out from the sight of many of the craft 
that chanced to be in the vicinity of the 
place where the collision occurred, there 
was a terrible 20 minutes' experience for 
the passengers and crew of the pleasure 
boat, 118 in all; and In that time there 
were men whose actions approached the 
heroic—men who likewise played- the 
parts of cowards—and women whose 
fright and- wildj shrieks for succor were 
only offset by the composure of others, 


Thanks to the coolness of the officers 


of the Mayflower and to the brave work 
of Captain Baker of the Boston Towboat 
company's tug Confidence, who, from 
his pilothouse as the fog cleared for an 
Instant following the collision, had seen 
the danger that threatened, everyone of 
the passengers which were on the injured 
boat were speedily transferrrd to tKe 
little tug and taken lip to the city. 


Some of the passengers lost their hats, 


aorne of them lost money and articles of 
wearing apparel, some lost their pres- 
ence of mind ""and tried to jump over- 
board, so eager 'were they to get to the 
tug. 


But no one lost his or her life, and 


each and every one of them considered 
this especial cause for thanksgiving, and 
did not hesitate to say so when they 
found themselv-es safe and sound once 
more on the company's- pier at Rowe's 
wharf.

THE PROBLEM FOB I.ABOKI 


JI. Labori, counsel for Dreyfus, is 


about to do %vhat it was thought he 
would do -\\hen. it was announced his 
wound would permit his return to the 


, trial. He v ill recall Mercier and other 


strong anti-Dreyfus witnesses, who 
have testified in his. absence. As it is 
very apparent that the verdict is not to 
t>e determined by the evidence, M. La- 


t bon needs to be politic or he will injure 


'• the chances of his client. This opinion 


is based on two prominent indications 
appearing recently in regard to the 
case. Both sides have been feeling thata 
verdict -will not settle the matter; that 
whichever way it tuins the victorious 
side ^\ ill celebrate its triumph in fur- 
ther prosecutions or by other means of 
revenge. The friends of Dreyfus have 
taken notice of this and sonie of the 
leaders have been holding out the olive 
branch to the opposition. M. Corneiy, 
one of the great journalists fighting 
thp Dreyfus cause, has broadly hinted 
that the Dreyfus "party would be satis- 
fled i\ith justice for the famous prison- 
er and T\ ould not, in case of Dreyfus' 
acquittal, attempt to pull the house 
down on the heads of the conspirators. 
This, no doubt, was done to lessen the 
efforts of such men as Mercier, who 
feel that they must m some way con- 
vict Dreyfus to save themselves. If 
the anti-Dreyfus men were sure of such 
magnanimity on the part of their op- 
ponents it -nould be easier for them to 
permit Dreyfus to go free. It may be 
that Corneiy is mistaken in his men 
and that no amount nf the spirit of 
forgiveness would decrease their desire 
to re-sentence the prisoner of Devil's 
Island. The meat in this matter de- 
pends on whether the individuals in- 
volved can be considered apart from 
the \\hole anti-Dreyfus faction and the 
army 
If the proud position of the 


army and the dominance of politicians, 
now masquerading under the mask of 
anti-Dreyfusites, are believed to be 
dependent upon the outcome of the "af- 
faire" the principals on the off side 
must go on no matter if their personal 
fortunes are seriously at stake, no mat- 
ter how gladly they would accept the 
offered truce of the opposition. 
And 


this appears to many to be the case. 


However, it was a threat of M. La- 


bori that if Mercier was badly con- 
tradicted by M. Cassimir Perier that 
he would have him arrested on the wit- 
ness stand for perjury. He was shot 
down the morning he \\as going to 
court expecting to have a battle royal 
•with the general. 
The anticipated 


clash between the lawyer and the chief 
witness for the prosecution was enough 
to give rise to the theory that M. La- 
bori was assaulted to save the im- 
placable Mercier. Anyway, Mercier oc- 
cupied the witness stand the day of the 
outrage and got off lightly at the hands 
of the profound but artless Demange. 
Now that M. Labori has returned to 
the defense of his famous client he 
notifies the court that he wishes to re- 
call some witnesses and the court 
makes no objection. Mercier will be 
one of the witnesses to be recalled, and 
the yet great undeveloped feature of 
the trial will be the treatment the ad- 
vocate will give him. It is quite evi- 
dent that M. Labori aches to get at 
Mercier, for yesterday he confounded 
the general by a&kmg what right Mer- 
cier had to have the dossier, the secret 
property of the government, in his un- 
official possession. 


The question is, how harsh will M. 


Labori be to Mcrcier and others, how 
much will his harshness stir their ani- 
mosities and what effect will it have on 
the ^conciliatory attitude displayed by 
ardent friends of Dreyfus?

—Atlanta Constitution, 


Hovel and Queer Devices Sent to the 


Patent Office. 


A "Washington dispatch to the St 


Louis Republic states that the latest 
patent office gazette contains a number 
of interesting, inventions. A man in 
Illinois solves the problem of apply- 
ing a poultice to a horse's foot by con- 
structing what be terms a "veterinary 
poultice boot." The idea is to provide 
an effective means for applying a poul- 
tice or other medicament to a horse's 
hoof and keeping it in place while the 
horse is moving about. The boot is 
quite simple, easily attached, and 
when applied It is impossible for the 
animal to removfit by stamping. 


One of the most novel devices in the 


way of a railway appliance is an in- 
vention granted to an Englishman. By 
a simple clockwork arrangement it is 
possible to record the movements of 
railway trains, carriages, steamships, 
motors of all kinds, and, further, it 
records the time a train is in motion 
and when it stops. Its most practical 
use is in determining uneven portions 
of the roadbed, making it possible for 
repair men to go at once to the uneven 
surface and make it smooth. 


A man in Pennsylvania, who has had 


unpleasant experiences, has patented 
a device by means of which a tea- 
kettle is automatically lifted from a 
stove. To accomplish this he uses two 
springs, one controlling a lever, which 
automatically rises as the contents of 
the teakettle diminish.

The war department la most anxious 


to hurry up the building of the pro- 
posed 
refrigerating 
and Jcemaking 


plant at Manila, and everything possi- 
ble will be done to hasten its construc- 
tion, says the Washington Tost. Too 
much emphasis cannot be laid upon 
the importance of this enterprise In its 
teference to tne health and welfare of 
the American troops, and great regret 
is felt that it is not already completed 
and in operation. 
A contract was 


awarded to a New York firm the other 
day for the Icemaklng 
machinery, 


which will be snipped to the Philip- 
pines as soon as it can be got ready. 
The structure that is to house it has 
not been begun as yet, but it will stand 
on the south side of the Pasig river, 
between the Bspana bridge and the 
suspension bridge. 


The plant will be on an immense 


scale, as may be Judged from the fact 
that space will'be prowled for hang- 
ing 1,200 tons of bev 
^ 200 tons of 


mutton. If desire- 
aalf of this 


vast quantity n:« 
kept chilled,

at 12 degrees P.'-j.ne refrigeration will 
be accomplished'in the ordinary man- 
ner, by the expansion of ammonia gas, 
manufactured on the premises. 
Ice 


will be turned out at a wonderful rate 
—nearly 100,000 pounds every 24 hours, 
or more than two pounds per diem for 
every officer and man in the army. 
Imagine what a comfort it will be in 
that tropical climate! But the ice- 
making apparatus will occupy only a 
small part of the building, relatively 
speaking. 


Thfe building Itself will be severely 


plain, being designed rather for utility 
than for architectural effect. Through 
it, from end to end, will run a drive- 
way, with platforms on either side for 
losding wagons. On the left of this 
driveway, as one enters, will be a room 
128 feet long by 32 feet wide to hold 
50 tons of butter and 100 tons of bacon. 
The rest of the lower floor on that side 
will be occupied by four rooms equally 
large for beef. On the right hand side 
of the driveway will be offices, ele- 
vators, a great room for the storage of 
Ice, the machine room and an icemak- 
ing room 100 feet square, the floor of 
which last will be composed of a series 
of long and narrow tanks, sheathed in- 
side with iron plates and filled with 
filtered water. Behind the plates will 
run coils of pipes, through which ex- 
panding ammonia gas will flow, freez- 
ing the water in the tanks Into solid 
blocks. 


On the second floor of tho building 


will be five huge rooms, four of them 
for beef and one for mutton, while the 
space over the driveway will be devot- 
ed to the storage, of canned goods, po- 
tatoes and onions. In short, the build- 
ing will be commodious enough to 
house provisions for the entire Ameri- 
can army in the Philppines. The quan- 
tity of beef mentioned will furnish no 
fewer than 2,016,000 full rations, al- 
lowing 114 pounds a day to each soldier, 
and will feed all the Yankee troops 50 
days without renewing the supply. The 
mutton will 'yield 336,000 rations, or 
more than eight days' allowance. As 
for potatoes and onions, enough will be 
kept on hand to last the forces a week. 
Ordinarily each fighting man gets a 
pound of vegetables per diem, and of 
these onions and potatoes make up 70 
per cent 


All of the fresh beef and fresh mut- 


ton for the troops in the Philippines 
comes from Australia, whence it is 
brought to Manila in a frozen condition 
by steamers. There is now fitting out

TO EXAMINE ALL PLUMBING 


In Every House in City, to Discover 


Sources of Water Waste 


City officials have within the last 


few days, inspired by the fear of a 
shortage of water, revived the plan dis- 
cussed some time ago by the board of 
health, to have all the plumbing in the 
city examined by the inspector, of 
plumbing. The chief object of this, at 
the present time would be to discover 
some of the sources of the enormous 
waste of water which it is well known 
is going on in many houses owing to de- 
fective plumbing. 


In many cases the water in sinks and 


closets is running constantly, faucets 
and valves being defective, and in the 
aggregate this results in a great waste 
which is thought to be largely respon- 
sible for the present condition of the 
water supply. The inspection would be 
a considerable piece of work) and would 
result in a good deal of expense, but it 
is something that many feel should Ms 
done.

by the board of health, but for several 
reasons nothing was done about it. It 
is probable that the matter will be 
brought before the board of health at 
its meeting this week, as the inspec- 
tor of plumbing comes under the super- 
vision of the board.

NEW ROTftRY ENGINE. 


Imrentionto Revolutionize Steam 


Craft Tested In Chicago. 


CAN BE OPEBATED WITH EASE. 


Steam Umnch Equipped •With Ma- 


chine Patented by ElUliA Seymour 
Ran to Four Mile Crib and Back. 
It> Jlalter Predict* Higher Speed 
•ud Le«n Fuel Couauuiptlou. 
A new type of rotary engine, which,, 


its Inventor, Elisha Seymour, claims' 
will revolutionize the use of steam as 
power, was tested the other day at Chi- 
cago ta the trial trip of a steam launch 
from the foot of La Salle street to the 
four mile crib and back. If the hopes 
of the inventor and his financial back- 
ers are realized, the cost of fuel is to be 
reduced one-third, the amount of space 
required to install a machine almost 
one-half and the weight of the engine 
itself made correspondingly less than 
any of the types now In common use, 
says the Chicago Tribune. Results sim- 
ilar to those obtained by the turbine 
engine, which has driven a yacht over 
40 miles an hour, are claimed for the 
new machine, while the coal consump- 
tion, which, in the turbine, is almost 
prohibitory, will be less to a horse- 
power, it is said, than in the styles of 
engines now in use. 


Elisha Seymour, who is 75 years old, 


has worked unfalteringly on the prob- 
lem for nine years. He has spent ?17,- 
000 on experiments, and when funds 
gave out and members of his family 
urged him to abandon his scheme he 
pawned his watch and overcoat and 
stuck to his work. 


The engine, at last completed, has 


been installed in a launch. The party 
of guests given an opportunity to 
watch the test run included B. D. An- 
guish, Peter Phillips and several news- 
paper men. It is Mr. Seymour's inten- 
tion to construct a high speed yacht 
with fine lines and power enough for 
any speed. 
The engine used on the 


trial run was found to have defects 
which it is proposed to remedy in the 
nert It is hoped to have the second 
boat in operation by Chicago day, and, 
if this is done, Secretary of the Navy 
Long and prominent engineers and 
naval officers will be invited to witness 
a run. The inventor says he hopes to, 
prove that his machine is just what is 
wanted for torpedo boats, battleships 
and cruisers. 
The nest plan is to 


build a locomotive, and a prediction 
of a 16 hour schedule between New 
York and Chicago is made, and thai 
with a third of th'e cost for fuel now 
necessary. 


The trial run lasted l1/^ hours, and 


a speed of eight miles an hour was tho 
highest attained. But the hull of th" 
launch was not intended for a torpedo 
boat, and those interested regarded the 
work of the engine"%s satisfactory. De- 
signed to develop 25 horse power, it 
weighs but 1,500 pounds. 
Running 


with 95 pounds of steam 175 revolu- 
tions a minute were made, and there 
was a conspicuous absence of vibra- 
tion. The propeller wheel is 3G inches 
in diameter. The engine stands scarce- 
ly two feet high ajid is of the samp 
width and twice that length. 


The application of steam is some- 


thing on the plan of the overshot wa 
ter wheel confined in a chamber. Two 
pistons on arms revolve in the chain 
ber. There is no dead center, and th,- 
flow of steam is continuous. The steam 
passes around nearly two-thirds of a 
circle between the .inlet and the ex- 
haust, then is turned into a secon.l 
wheel. In high power engines it can 
be used, It is said, three or four times, 
Insuring the utilization of all the ex- 
pansion of the steam. 


The claims for economy of operation 


are based on the fact there is no dear! 
center, as in the reciprocating engine; 
also a larger expansion of steam and 
less friction, owing to the smaller nuui 
ber of working parts. In saving of 
deadweight it is estimated that an en- 
gine of the old type weighing 320 tons 
can be replaced by the rotary engine 
weighing 60 tons. Simplicity in opera- 
tion also is claimed for the machine. 


Mr. Seymour began work on the en- 


gine in the mountains near Boulder, 
Colo. He has spent $17,000 on non- 
working inventions. When he became 
penniless and was forced to .pawn his 
watch and overcoat for ready cash, 
B. D. Anguish, a commission man, 
came to his aid with capital. Since 
then two machines have been built. 
The invention has been patented in 
the United States, Canada, various 
countries in Europe and Australia. 
The Seymour-Anguish Engine com- 
pany has been incorporated in Illinois, 
with a capital stock of $10,000,000. 


Marine men say that the engine, if it 


accomplishes what (la claimed for it, 
will revolutionize th'e motive power of 
every first class steamship afloat, be it 
freighter, passenger boat or war vessel.

Dr. Gehrmann, in order to dis- 
cover the disease carrying power of 
the copper penny, collected a number 
of the coins from stores near schools, 
experimented with them and found 
that disease germs could be seen on 
every one of them.

MARVELOUS CORN CROP. 


Kansas Expects to Have One 


of 300,000,000 Bushels. 


EXPERT OPINION ON THE PEIOES. 


Ualxe I» Kliis of tbe I'rnlrien Today.

Year's Record Brenkiuz Crop. 
Only a revolution of nature stands 


between Kansas and the roalixiition of 
that corn crop of 300,000,000 bushels. 
The ideal season draws near its close, 
and the result will be without equal, 
says the Atchlsou (Kan.) correspondent 
of the .St. Louis Globe-Democrat. Pro- 
fessor CoUn-11 of the State Agricul- 
tural college is just back from a three 
weeks' journey which took him to the 
Colorado line. 
- 
1 


"Tlie corn is good everywhere," he 


says. "Tlie farmers of the western 
counties told me they had raised 
enough corn this year to feed the livrf 
stock now on hand for five years. They 
are already arranging to bring droves 
of cattle from Colorado to eat their 
surplus." 


When the news first went out that 


Kansas had 300,000,000 bushels of corn 
in sight a skeptical crop editor In Chi- 
cago commented: "That is always the 
way with Kansas. Before the crop is 
harvested she is going to feed the 
world. After the harvest she passes 
round the hat." Now, it is true that 
when the wheat harvest is a record 
breaker, or wuen cattle and hogs mean 
bank accounts, it doesn't follow that 
all of Kansas has fared well. But ev- 
erywhere corn Is planted this year It Is 
a 40 bushel crop. The farmers are not 
a~s pessimistic on prices as might be 
expected from this enormous crop. The 
time was when a big yield meant 10 
cent corn. Frank M. Baker, the ele- 
vator man in Atchison, said the other 
day that corn would not go to 10 cents 
this year and that he never expected to 
see It so low In Kansas again. Then he 
explained why. 


Corn is worth now in St. Louis and 


Chicago 30 and 31 cents, with fluctua- 
tions of eighths of a cent. The buyer 
in Kansas deducts from that price tlie 
freight rate and his margin and pays 
the farmer on the basis of Chicago and 
St. Louis prices. 
Here come in the 


changed conditions which justify Mr. 
Baker in his assertion that the Kansas 
farmer is getting the best price of any 
farmer, according to location. 


"Twenty years ago," he said, "the 


railroad rate on corn from Concordia 
to St. Louis was 32 cents per 100 
pounds. Now it is 17 cents. Twenty 
years ago the gra!a dealer thought he 
must have a margin of 3 cents. The 
changes represent so much gained to 
the farmer. With corn around 30 cents 
in the markets which make the price 
for all of us, the Kansas farmer now 
gets 20 cents, two-thirds of the Chica- 
go and St. Louis price. 
Under the 


freight rate and margin of 20 years ago 
30 cents at St. Louis meant 10 cents to 
the Kansas farmer. I have no Idea that 
•I shall be able to buy corn again for 
10 cents a bushel. I do not look to see 
prices go much lower than they are 
now for the new crop, large as it is. 
The price to farmers may drop to 18 
cents or 17 cents, but I do not think it 
will go lower. There are other new 
conditions in Kansas which will tend 
to check the rush to market when 
prices show signs of dropping any low- 
er. These Kansas farmers are in a po- 
sition to crib and hold corn to the ex- 
tent they never were before. Besides 
this, there is the feeding. At least one- 
third of this crop will be fed out on the 
farms, and that amount will be in- 
creased if the price of shelled corn 
weakens. I believe that feeders esti- 
mate they can make corn worth 35 
cents a bushel on tlie farm by turning 
it Into pork when the latter brings 
$3.50 per 100 pounds. Cattle feeding en- 
hances the value of the grain in like 
proportion. With one-third or more of 
the crop in demand for feeding and 
one-half of the remainder likely to be 
held in the cribs of the farmers, you 
can see the strong probabilities that 
this corn will not be rushed in to break 
the market." 


Some years ago there lived In Kansas 


a Mrs. Ellen I*. Allerton. Her hus- 
band was a farmer. lie had been one 
all of his life, moving to Kansas from 
Wisconsin. The picture of Bll»i P. 
Allerton shows the deep lines which 
grow with the cares of a farmer's 
home. It is pathetic. Children did not 
come to soften the life. This woman 
found her respite from the duties of 
the house in her pen. She saw the 
early evolution of the corn belt, and 
she wrote of

Mrs. Allerton did not live to see such 


"walls of corn" as this year has pro- ] 
duced. Her verse has gained iu force 
with the crop of 300,000,000 bushels. 
It embodied a spirit of prophecy in the 
light of what has come true.

greatly magnified today. 
Her ques-

Construction westward from Atehlson 
was started about the same time that 
it was from Omaha and from Kansas 
City.

without a terminus. 


This Central branch retained its mis- 


nomer with its loose end in the prairies. 
It languished^awhile until patient pio- 
neers began to discover the corn pro- 
ducing 
qualities 
of 
the 
counties 


through which its course lies. 
Even 


the Union JPfccific company was tardy 
in reeogni^i'j the possibilities. 
Jay 


Gould, traveling over tlie western coun- 
try and picking up bits of road, saw 
the growing acreage in corn iu tlie 
double tier of counties from Atcbison 
west. 
He leased the Central branch. 


The cornfields grew. From the loose 
end in the prairies feeders were con- 
structed as the country became settled. 
The Central branch became a parent 
stem, with spranglcd terminuses still 
farther out in the prairies. Then time 
came when the Union Pacific could 
give a title aud was willing to sell. 
Two great systems struggled for pos-. 
session. The Gould system won. 
Offi- 


cially, this is still the "Central branch." 
By the people who know the territory 
it serves and the wonderful develop- 
ment "the corn road" is the familiar 
designation. 
Surely no route in the 


country more' natural!/ merits the title. 


Mr. Eakcr says it will take 50,000 j 


cars to move the crop. That means 
2,500 trains. There are 90 stations on 
"the corn road" and its sprangling 
feeders. Ripening in the fields tribu- 
tary to these 00 stations is n yield of 
corn which will require over GOO cars 
to a station to move it. Some of these 
stations will need from 1,000 to 1,500 
cars. * Others will call for less than 
500. the average will be over GOO. 
But one-third of the corn raised in the 
territory considered will be fed to live 
stock. The remaining two-thirds will 
go in original form. The farmers will 
begin picking in October and shelling 
in November. They will be at it all 
winter and into next March. The mov- 
ing of the crop will begin in November 
and it will continue until next summer, 
taxing the ability of the officials to 
furnish cars. When hot weather comes 
again half of this great crop, Mr. 
Baker estimates, will still remain a 
reserve in the hands of the farmers 
and of the local dealers. 


The doubts of those who do not 


know the particulars must go down be- 
fore the recent government estimate, 
which, based upon hundreds of local 
reports carefully compiled at Topcka, 
placed the corn crop of the state at 100 
prr cent. It r.cems incredible. Taking 
the crops of a series of years and find- 
ing what is the best that Kansas, with 
acreage and climate favoring, can be 
expected to do, these crop statisticians 
established what they considered & 
100 per cent crop. But the present .sea- 
son breaks their record, ami they are 
confronted with a crop which is G per 
cent better than the best. 


In merely fair years the average 


yield is from 25 to 35 bushels to tae 
acre. A yield of SO bushels for the 
whole state is considered all Iliat farm- 
ers have a right to expect from their 
fields. That means a 100 per cent 
crop. 
This year the certainty is au 


average of 40 bushels, with something 
over i€ the cpnditions should continue 
as favorable as they have been. In 
making up the latest information from 
correspondents in every county, the 
state officials see that they indicate 
the amazing average of 44 bushels to 
the aero. 
That, with the increased 


acreage, would give a crop of 362,000,- 
000 bushels. So it appears that 300,- 
008,000 is the1 minimum estimate and 
that the actual returns may go many 
millions more. 


Wliile the old com is being rushed 


out to make room for fee new, while 
fanners are buying crib lumber by tho 
thousands of carloads to build new 
cribs, while improved conditions will 
enable them to hold over till next year 
perhaps half of the crop, nevertheless 
the marketing is going to bo a great 
problem." There are strange sights in 
the corn belt of Kansas i:i a good year. 
These scenes will be magnified with 
a crop which is bcyoud all precedent. 
Millions of bushels will never see shel- 
ter until the cars are found to carry 
it away. The elevator men are getting 
ready to buy corn and heap it on tbe 
ground until they can ship it. They 
have had to do this to some extent in 
previous seasons, but they have never 
before had such conditions as confront 
them now. The elevator man has to 
take all that comes at his price. If his 
crib gets overcrowded and he caauot 
get cars fast enough, he must simply 
let the fanner shovel the corn onto tbe 
ground. Verily, the luck of the Kan- 
sas farmer has turned at last.

was dangerously ami it is feared fatal- 
ly injured this morning whilt1 working 
at the state normal sehool. Mr. Jewell, 
who has been janitor at the normal 
svhool since it \\as opened, was clean- 
ing the \vindu\\s of the assembly hall <'n 
the west side of the building, when he 
fell, a dirtance of about »0 feet, 
lie- 


was removed to the hospital as quick- 
ly as possible, where he \\as cared for 
by Dr. O, J. Krmvn, assisted by Dr. M. 
M. Brown. • 


It \\as found that his left leg was 


broken just above the knee, and also 
possibly at the knee, two or three ribs 
were broken, and jaw was fractured, 
lie was suffering such pain that a de- 
tailed examination was impossible, and 
he was put under the 
Influence 
of 


opiates, in which condition he has been 
kept since. Tt could not be determine:! 
whether there wete anr internal in- 
juries or not aside from the broken 
ribs, but the shook was a serious one, 
and if there were any internal injuries, 
the result is likely to bfi most serious. 


The accident happened in a peculiar 


way. 
Mi\ Jewett was standing on a 


box which he had placed on the 1S- 
ir.ch sill of Ftnne that runs around the 
building just below the second story 
windows. This enabled him to reach 
the windows easily. In adjusting the 
w iiidow the box on which he was stand- 
ing rl'oped. and there being nothing to 
prevent the fall, he went backwards to 
the ground. The windows were in the 
second story, but on the west side the 
basment makes it practically 
three 


stories, and the fall was a long one. 


Mr. Jones, who is employed at the 


building, heard the fall, and was the- 
fi'-st one to reach Mr. Jewett. 
The 


latter was conscious, and remained so 
all the time until he was put under the 
influence of opiates. 
He stood 
the 


shock well, and uid not lose courage at 
any time. 
He was removed to the 


hospital in a carriage, as the ambu- 
lance is undergoing repairs. 


The accident is more likely to result 


seriously from 
the fact 
that 
Mr. 


Jewett has only recently "been able to 
he out after a long illness, and was- 
not physically strong. He is about 55 
years old, and a veteran of the civil 
war. He is a past commander of San- 
ford post, and a member 
of many 


secret societies. 


In 1802 he was elected from this i1 •=-

Captain R. A. Whipple has been ap- 
pointed regimental quartermaster, and 
for quite a while our outfit was an or- 
phan company, with cnly a second lieu- 
tenant doing duty uith the command. 
Then Lieutenant D. J. Moynihan re- 
turned from recruiting service, and at 
last our new captain, McDonald, has 
joined the company. 


Not much can be said of him yet, as 


we have seen but little of him, but he 
appears to be a jusf officer and very 
strict. But that is what we need with 
so many green men, and the old sr,l- 
dieis would rather serve under a strict 
and just man than one who is loose and 
has favorites. At least that is the- s£n- 
timcnt that has been expressed many 
times in my hearing. 


The tough element that is found to 


get into most any outfit is being gradu- 
ally weeded out. Pay day allowed them 
to get out and declare themselves in 
fine shape.

a great extent beneficial to- the men. 


A rumor is going the rounds that an 


order has come for us to move out by 
September 1, via Boston, Providence, 
New York and San Francisco. 
But 


rumors are easily started in the- army 
and the old soldier takes things easy 
till the order is published and sent to 
the companies. 


Everybody from dear old Berkshire is 


well and contented as far as I can see. 
but a few more papers from home 
would prove acceptable.

pondent froin Plattsburg barracks, es- 
pecially as it relates to Captain Whip- 
pie's work, will be read with much local 
interest: 


Plattsburg barracks on the north- 


western shore of Lake Champlain. is 
a very busy place just now. The 26th 
infantry, IT. S. V, has been recruited 
to its full strength and is rapidly be- 
ing placed in readiness, for service in 
the Philippines. One of the battalions 
has finished a week of life in camp, 
most of the time being occupied with 
rifle practice.
